ee ighlights of the AGA Board Meeting 


The American Guernsey Associa- 
tion (AGA) board of directors met in 
conjunction with the May conven- 
tion and annual meeting in Roches- 
ter, New York. The highlights of the 
board meetings are as follows: 

1. The board reaffirmed its commit- 
ment to and support of Guernsey 
Marketing Service (GMS). It is be- 
lieved that commissions earned by 
GMS can provide significant income 
for AGA operations which should 
not necessitate increases in other 
fees. It is further believed that a 
strong market for Guernsey cattle 
will be another incentive for Guern- 
sey owners to register, transfer, 
appraise, production test and ad- 
vertise their Guernseys. 

2. All absentee buyers purchasing 
cattle at public auction through 
AGA staff members will be required 
to purchase a minimum of 15 days 
of livestock mortality insurance to 
cover their purchase. 

3. In complete dispersal sales the 
breeding warranties in the sales 
code may be replaced by the state- 
ment, “All animals are sold as is, in 
regard to pregnancy or breeding 
status. No animals are guaranteed 
pregnant, to breed, to deliver nor- 
mal calves, or to carry calves full 
term. However, all animals that have 
been bred for a reasonable amount 
of time, will be checked by a li- 
censed veterinarian before the sale 
and his diagnosis will be announced, 
but not guaranteed.” 

4. The AGA will continue to support 
and promote multiple component 
pricing programs for milk primarily 
through the efforts of National All- 
Jersey. 

5. The board approved the record- 
ing of X75 Timely Venture Special 
F&W. This is the first bull to be 
recorded in the Guernsey Genetic 
Growth (GGG) program. It is impor- 
tant to note that offspring of this 
bull out of Guernsey females will 
not be eligible for registration in the 
Guernsey herdbook, but will be 
eligible to be recorded in the GGG 
program. 

6. Four new national production 
awards were established. 
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A. Highest individual 305-day, 

DHIR, Mature 
Equivalent (ME) lactation for 

protein. 

B. Highest DHIR ME herd aver 
age for milk. 

C. Highest DHIR ME herd aver 
age for protein. 

D. Highest DHIR ME herd aver 
age for butterfat. 


The California Guernsey Cattle Club 
has agreed to sponsor the two pro- 
tein awards and the Illinois Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association has ten- 
tatively agreed to sponsor the high 
herd average for milk award. A 
sponsor is being sought for the high 
herd average for butterfat. 
7. Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
subscription rates have not been 
raised in seven years despite sev- 
eral postage increases during that 
time period. The subscription rates 
will be increased effective October 
1, 1989. The new rates will be:

8. The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
state advertising rebate program 
and advertising contest will be dis- 
continued this year. 
9. A sponsor is being solicited for 
the All-American, Jr. All-American 
and All-American Judging contests. 
10. The national queen contest was 
reviewed and the following partici- 
pation guidelines were established. 
Three candidates or less - no con- 
test 

Four or five candidates - select a 
queen 
Six to nine candidates - select a 
queen and one princess 
10 or more candidates - select a 
queen and two princesses 


The board scheduled its next 
meeting for December 1-3, 1989 in 
Reynoldsburg, Ohio. Guernsey 
breeders with questions, comments 
or concerns that breeders would 
like to have addressed by the board 
of directors, should direct their 
statements in writing to the board 
or AGA staff. All correspondence 
will be considered by the board. 
However, itis important for all parties 
to remember the role of a board of 
directors as defined by the late Harry 
Clampitt, a former breed secretary. 
“A clear understanding of the me- 
chanics of managing a breed or- 
ganization is necessary. These are 
democratic organizations in which 
each member has a voice in electing 
the Board of Directors. After the 
Board is elected, the democratic 
process stops and the Board oper- 
ates as a business organization, 
and there is a difference. Boards of 
Directors are leaders. They make 
rules and set policy in the interest 
of the breed's business. Their deci- 
sions in many cases would not be 
approved by a majority vote of the 
members. Historically, the major- 
ity of their decisions have become 
acceptable to the majority”.

milk price is going to be. Average milk 
prices per hundred weight (cwt) were a 
record $13.77 back in 1981 and they 
have gradually eroded to the $12.21 level 
recorded in 1988. It’s easy to look back- 
-the question is “what’s ahead?” Supply 
and demand are going to make the price- 
-that is inescapable. Production per cow 
was at arecord average of 14,213 pounds 
across the 10.2 million cow national 
dairy herd in 1988. That was three per- 
cent more than in 1987. Total demand 
was 137.2 billion pounds in 1988, up by 
only one percent from 1987. When sup- 
ply moves up faster than demand, there 
are inevitable downward pressures on 
the price. As we look ahead 10 years, the 
prospects that supply will out pacedemand 
look to be a fairly good bet. What are 
some specific elements of that outlook, 
and then we can come back to price. 

1. The impending approval of bovine 
somatotropin (bST) promises to increase 
milk supply and possibly have some 
adverse impacts on demand. That obvi- 
ously is not good for producer prices, 
even though it may be good for some 
dairy farmers. Some estimates are that 
production per cow nationally will in- 
crease by 3-4 percent annually with bST 
as compared to 2-3 percent without bST. 
The tougher question has to do with how 
the consuming public will react to milk 
products from bST treated cows. In terms 
of milk composition, bST should not bea 
problem. But there is a possibility that 
an anti-milk campaign could have nega- 
tive effects on demand unless an effec- 
tive nutrition educational program is 
developed. 

2. The dairy price support program 
has been a key factor in bringing stabil- 
ity and some strength to producer milk 
prices. The support price in the second 
half of 1989 is $10.60 per cwt., and it’sa 
fair assumption that it will drop to$10.10 
onJanuary 1, 1990. Debate is now start- 
ing on the dairy title of the 1990 Farm 
Bill. The provisions of that title will have 
a major impact on producer milk prices 
throughout the mid-1990s. Many pro- 
ducers are weary of the gradual steps 
down in support prices associated with 
excess milk supplies. To avoid having 
support prices drop down into the $9.00 
range (because of supply-demand condi- 
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tions), much discussion will focus on 
supply management programs such as 
two-tier pricing or whole herd buyout 
actions. The milk producer sector is closer 
to buying the idea of a quota program 
than it ever has been before. 

3. Component pricing or protein pric- 
ing will be heard everywhere and will 
gain new momentum. At long last, the 
Federal milk marketing order program 
has opened the door to multiple compo- 
nent pricing (MCP). Since 80 percent of 
the Grade A milk in the United States is 
subject to price regulation in the 41 
Federal Order markets, introduction of 
component pricing in Federal orders is 
basic. On April 1, 1988, the Great Basin 
(Salt Lake City) order formally imple- 
mented a milk fat-protein pricing plan. 
Now the entire industry is evaluating 
that mechanism, and it is virtually cer- 
tain that more and more markets will 
move into some form of component pric- 
ing in the next two or three years. 

4. Milk fat is a problem and likely will 
be through the 1990s. That is one reason 
why there is greater interest in protein 
or solids-not-fat (SNF) pricing. The aver- 
age milk fat test of producer milk in the 
United States has remained constant at 
3.67 percent since 1968. But in 1968, 
average milk production per cow was 
only 9,135 pounds. Therefore, an aver- 
age milk cow produced 335 pounds of fat 
in 1968 as compared to 522 pounds of fat 
in 1988. And we don’t need that much 
milk fat. In 1987, for the first time in 
history, per capita consumption of low 
fat and skim milk at 14.3 gallons ex- 
ceeded per capita consumption of whole 
milk at 12.0 gallons. Lower fat cheeses 
(Italian) are growing in demand faster 
than higher fat cheeses (American). Per 
capita commercial demand for butter 
dropped from 4.3 pounds in 1976 to 3.7 
pounds in 1988. The excess milk fat is 
showing up as surplus. In 1988, the 
dairy price support program acquired 
6.3 percent of all milk fat in the United 
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States, but only 2.7 percent of all solids- 
not-fat, even though every 100 pounds of 
cow’s milk contains 2-1/3 times more 
SNF than milk fat. The 1990s will find all 
of us trying to find new ways to price and 
market milk fat. Recent announcements 
about removing the cholesterol from milk 
fat have raised hopes across the entire 
milk industry. 

5. Continuing discussions about lib- 
eralizing trade in the GATT negotiations 
have brought on new concerns in the 
milk industry about losing Section 22 
import quota protection and new hopes 
for expanding dairy export markets. In 
1989, and for most years in the recent 
past, dairy imports have amounted to 
less than two percent of our milk supply. 
Rigid import quotas have kept dairy 
products from other countries out of the 
United States. In spite of considerabie 
discussion otherwise, I am doubtful that 
dairy import quotas will be opened up to 
any extent. Regarding dairy exports, the 
milk industry has been pleasantly sur- 
prised to find strong commercial mar- 
kets for non fat dry milk in the past year. 
However, dairy exports from the U.S. 
have generally accounted for less than 
one percent of our total market, and the 
potential for exports continues to be 
limited. Producer milk prices in the 1990s 
will continue to be determined by “do- 
mestic” supply and demand forces. 

6. The word “regionalism” in the milk 
industry will not go away. When the 
1985 Farm Act included provisions that 
would drop the support price whenever 
Commodity Credit Corporation purchases 
exceeded 5 billion pounds milk equiva- 
lent, people started looking around to 
see where the additional milk supplies 
were coming from. Texas and California 
have led the way in milk production 
increases in the last two or three years. 
The situation has been aggravated by a 
couple of facts. First, the 1985 Farm Act 
raised Class I differentials legislatively in 
most Federal Order markets. The in-

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High Cow Index Herd 
Averages for 1988 


C ow indexes are an estimation of what a cow will 
most likely transmit to her offspring. The American 
Guernsey Association has compiled a list of the top 
30 herds based on the herd’s average Cow Index Dol- 
lar Value (CI$). 

To be included in the herd average, a cow must 
have calved after June 30, 1987 and have a January 
1989 USDA cow index. In case of ties, the herd with 
the higher Cheese Yield Dollar Value (CY$) is listed 
first. Any herds that remain tied are then listed in 
order of the herd average Cow Performance Index 
(CPI). 

The herd with the highest CI$ average was DaDo 
Guernseys owned by David and Doris Cruickshank 
of Dayton, Oregon. The herd’s 1989 CI$ average on 
28 cows was +$68. (Editor's note- DaDo Farm held a 
reduction sale in September 1988. Since the cows did 
not appear under the new owners’ herd code until 
October or November, all DaDo animals were calcu- 
lated in the Cruickshank herd.) One CI$ value sepa- 
rated the next three herds. With +$53, the State 
University of New York in Cobleskill finished with the 
second highest-ranking herd. Coming in third with a 
54-cow, CI$ average of +52 was Bruce and Brenda 
Hemsarth and family of Greenwood Guernseys in 
Millville, Pennsylvania. New Hampshire’s Crescent 
Farm owned by the Sawyers had 17 cows average 
+$51. Two herds each had a CI$ value of +49 
including J. Kevin and Barb Nedrow of Clifton Springs, 
New York and Richard and Victoria Smith of Maple 
Knoll Farm in New Hope, Pennsylvania. 

Wisconsin had five herds listed among the top 30. 
Minnesota, New York and Ohio each had four herds 
in the top 30 for cow index dollar value. For a 
complete listing of the top 30 herds, see the table.

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Merchandising 
Roundtable 


Registering animals is only the first 
step in being a purebred dairy cattle 
breeder. Once cattle are registered, the 
performance of an animal should be 
documented. When outstanding perform- 
ance is accomplished, the accomplish- 
ment should be advertised. These three 
items, registering, documenting perform- 
ance and advertising, are all basic steps 
leading to a successful merchandising 
program. 

Three well-known Guernsey market- 
ers revealed secrets about their mer- 
chandising program. These breeders 
discuss what the current and future 
market demands, and factors consid- 
ered when buying or selling animals. 

The participants in this marketing 
roundtable include Ernest Berousek of 
Lily Lane Farm in Yukon, Oklahoma; 
Tom Griswold Sr. of Tag Lane Farm in 
Ixonia, Wisconsin and Truman Weaver 
of Yellow Creek Farm in Goshen, Indi- 
ana. 
Berousek’s marketing successes focus 
around offspring from Sawaga Choice 
Penny. Her daughter, Lily Lane Queen 
Penny, topped the 1987 North American 
Showcase Sale at $6,500. Berousek also 
invests in high-indexing, national class 
leaders including animals developed by 
the other two roundtable participants. 

One of the more famous cows devel- 
oped by the Griswolds was Idle Neer RH 
Satin (now owned by Berousek and Ray 
Orisio, OR). “Satin” has four sons with 
the Tag Lane prefix being Al-sampled 
and is the dam of Tag Lane Admiral Silk- 
ET who is number 23 in the breed for 
CPI. 

Yellow Creek Choice Blossom’s prog- 
eny, bred by Weaver, are infamous sale 
topers. In 1986 two “Blossom” offspring 
were listed among the year’s high sell- 
ers. Yellow Creek Telestar Bouquet brought 
the highest price of the year when Bio- 
Genetics Research purchased her for 
$17,000. (“Bouquet” is now owned by 
Berousek and Orisio.) And, a February 
1986 Maurana Wis Telestar daughter 
out of Blossom was the highest selling 
open heifer at $6,800. Blossom’s son and 
daughter by Fayette were one-two in the 
1987 year-end sale summary, selling for 
a total of $18,750 at the National Con- 
vention and Heifer Sales. 

To find out more from these three 
successful merchandisers, read their 
responses. 

Question: What are the steps to a suc- 
cessful merchandising program? 

BEROUSEK: Advertising is a pre- 
requisite to a successful merchandising 
program. Advertising in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journalon a regular basis fea- 
turing superior performance will, in time, 
bring about an association of quality 
cattle with the advertiser’s prefix. Good 
photographs are needed in the ads. Most

big money Guernseys are sold at public 
auction. Thus when a prospective buyer 
sees the breeder’s prefix in a sale cata- 
log, he is immediately interested. The 
breeder should consign only quality ani- 
mals that have a marketable pedigree. 
The animals should be well-grown and 
well-fitted. “Hair and hide” can be sold at 
a premium. Other advantages include 
the date of birth of show prospects and/ 
or the date of breeding. Animals sold at 
private treaty can best be sold through 
the Guernsey Marketing Service (GMS) 
or mentioned in Journal advertisements, 
regional or state farm publications. At 
the farm, a prospective buyer will be fa- 
vorably impressed with clean, attractive 
premises, available pedigrees anda friendly 
but business-like presentation of ani- 


mals and prices. 

GRISWOLD: Advertising is the most 

important part of a successful merchan- 
dising program. Cattle will never sell to 
their full potential if buyers do not have 
all the information about the animals 
selling. 
To make the best use of advertising, 
the most significant information should 
be included. Production and type infor- 
mation is important to all buyers. By 
being a Total Performance Evaluation 
(TPE) herd, we believe our records are 
more credible and more money is saved 
on the programs provided. 

“A picture is worth a thousand words” 
as the cliche goes. We try to picture cows 
at least once a year, usually after the 
appraisal. We try to picture all of our Ex-

cellents, high-CPI cows and national class 
leaders. To meet this, we generally take 
pictures of our best scoring two-year- 
olds that have good pedigrees and pro- 
duction. We have a feeling for which 
cows are really going to do something. 
Cows that continue to do well are often 
pictured again so that we have a more 
accurate representation of what they 
look like in a later lactation. 

We believe selling quality animals is 
very important. We have never sold an 
animal with a hidden defect. We do not 
imagine all of the animals we sold have 
turned out as good as the buyers would 
have liked. However, the fact that they 
did not turn out has never been due to 
anything that was hidden from the buyers. 
When you sell good animals, word gets 
around. We think that has contributed 
to our current success. Making personal 
contacts at Guernsey meetings, sales 
and shows has also proven valuable. 
People feel more comfortable buying cattle 
from someone they know. When at 
meetings I do not set out to talk to people 
with the hope of selling cattle. I just like 
to get to know people and talk about 
cows. It often happens, maybe just by 
coincidence, they will buy an animal 
from us a few years later. 

WEAVER: First, offer to the buying 
public only the quality of animal that 
you would like to purchase. Selling infe- 
rior quality does not lead to a successful 
merchandising program. Then, it is real 
important to advertise in the breed pub- 
lication to reach the prospective buyers. 
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Always be factual and truthful in pre- 
senting one’s consignment. Satisfied 
buyers and repeat business is paramount 
to continued success. 

I believe an outstanding consign- 
ment to a good sale is one of the best 
promotional tools for a purebred breeder. 
Any good exposure such as shows, a field 
day, or media attention is also helpful. 

Question: What is the market currently 
demanding? 

BEROUSEE: As I see it, the market is 
somewhat stratified. Some buyers are 
interested primarily in type, others inter- 
ested in production and those interested 
in both. Considerable variance occurs in 
each group. 

Animals of outstanding type are always 
in demand. The challenge to win at county, 
state and national shows breeds enthu- 
siasm and enthusiasm opens pocket- 
books. The junior show buyer is an added 
factor. Luckily, a difference of opinion 
occurs among buyers in evaluating fu- 
ture winners. 

Buyers interested in production check 
the sire and cow indexes (numbers) as 
well as individual records. They set the 
floor and average of milk cow values. 
High production of milk and milk compo- 
nents are in demand. 

To a certain extent practically every 
breeder is interested in both type and 
production. But, it is the market for the 
solid pedigreed animal with the high rec- 
ords, indexes and final scores which 
make the most market noise. 

The competition for cows to have ETs 
for current and future bull contracts and 


herd improvers bring big prices. The 
competition here is great. 

GRISWOLD: The demand for cattle in 
shorter supply bring higher prices. High- 
indexing cattle, particularly bull moth- 
ers, have been commanding the greatest 
prices for the last eight years or so. This 
trend will surely continue, especially 
with the advent of the animal model ge- 
netic evaluations in July. The animal 
model will fine tune the index system 
and make it more accurate. 

The cattle with high production and 
average-to-low indexes are also valu- 
able. Their lack of index is often due toa 
hole in their pedigree, such as the dam 
did not milk or the sire is below the 
active-Al sire average. The value of these 
kind of cattle is much more volatile than 
that of high-indexing cattle. Weather, 
milk prices and economic conditions of 
the dairymen can cause this type of 
cattle to swing from highs to lows. 

WEAVER: | believe production is most 
important, followed closely by functional 
type. Good indexes and outstanding pedi- 
grees are added incentives. One also 
wonders what the effect of cloning will 
be.

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Guernsey Prices Rise Slightly In 1988 


Despite the drought in many parts 
of the country prices for Guernseys 
rose slightly from 1987. Breeders 
were paying on the average $136 
more for bred heifers as compared 
to last year. 

While overall numbers of Guern- 
seys that went through the sale ring 
were lower, the sale price mean 
rose from $940 to $973. Six of the 
top 10 sales for the year were 
managed by Guernsey Marketing 
Service (GMS) including the top sale 
of the year, the National Conven- 
tion and Heifer Sales held in Blaine, 
Washington. This sale, which fea- 
tured 36 individuals saw a $2,712 
average. The Guernsey Gold Heifer 
Sale, also managed by GMS fin- 
ished second for the year with a 
mean of $1,721 on seven head. 

The third-highest average of 1988 
was the DaDo Reduction Sale held 
in Dayton, Oregon. Thirty-four head 
were sold in this reduction sale 
which was managed by the Oregon 
Guernsey Cattle Club for an aver- 
age of $1,613. 

Eminent Individuals for 1988 

Leading the list of high-selling 
individuals for 1988 was an em- 
bryo backed with the elite parent- 
age of Dewberry Farms Fayvors 
Likable and Olympic View Prince 
Andy-Twin. This ET was purchased 
from the owner of “Likable,” Karla 
Halbert Woods of Lecoma, Missouri, 
for $12,000 during the National 
Convention and Heifer Sales in 
Blaine, Washington. A _ Likeable 
Syndicate selected a female from 
the eight offspring which were to be 
born in September or December of 
1988. 

Not many breeders need back- 
ground information on the three- 
time All-American and national show 
grand champion by Housleys Dari 
Fayvor. Excellent 95, she has a 
Modified Contemporary Deviation 
(MCD) of +6,799M +404F +231P 
and three records over 22,000 
pounds of milk and 1,000 of butter- 
fat, with two of them earning na- 
tional class-leading designations. 
She also received the Tarbell Tro- 
phy in 1987 for her 5-08 365D 
27,200M 5.2% 1,417F* 3.6% 971P 
record. Others in this strong mater- 
nal line include an EX-90 dam with 
701F backed by a 91-point Lyrene 
May Rose Prince grandam with 
116,320M pounds of milk. 
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Just shy of a five-figure selling 
price, Sildons Playboy Mystery was 
struck-off at $9,400 during the 
National Convention and Heifer Sales 
to be the top-selling male and sec- 
ond high-selling individual of the 
year. This five-month old Wheat- 
land Jupiter Playboy son sold with 
January 1988 pedigree indexes (PI) 
of +707M +26F +$83 +18P +$74CY, 
PDT +1.1 and a Production Type 
Index (PTI) of +164. His genetic 
indexes (GI) were +1,139M +41F 
+$133 +31P +$123CY, PDT +1.6, 
with a PTI of +264. 

His Maurana Wis Telestar dam, 
Sildons Telestar May, ranked 13th 
in the breed in 1988 for Cow Per- 
formance Index (CPI) with a value of 
+319. The senior four-year-old 
national class-leading record on this 
Excellent cow is 25,920M* 1,184F 
834P. 

“May” died unexpectedly just 
before the sale after four consecu- 
tive months of producing over 100 
pounds of milk. Her MCD was 
+7,003M +233F +172P. The 80- 
point grandam made two records 
over 21,400 pounds of milk and 
940 pounds of butterfat.

Edwards of Oakville, Washington, 
Five Star MC Ambrosia sold due in 
July to Harmony Quantity Volcano. 

This second high-selling cow of 
1988 was out of a Telestar daugh- 
ter appraised 88 points with 18,480 
pounds of milk and 1,112 pounds 
of butterfat as her best credits. 
Ambrosia’s indexes of +922M +41F 
+$120 +27P +$116CY, CIT +1.8, 
CPI +248, along with her produc- 
tion, pedigree, type characteristics 
and MCD of +7,521M +256F +223P, 
earned her owner one signed AI- 
contract and inquires from other AI 
organizations. 

Great Hill Dairy Inc. of Marion, 
Massachusetts, purchased Sun- 
nydell BT Beejay for $5,100 during 
the Sunnydell Dispersal in late 
August.

crease in Texas was 96 cents per cwt., 
from $2.32 to $3.28. But Chicago got 
only a 14-cent increase, and Minneapo- 
lis-St. Paul got 8 cents. Such action 
breeds “regionalism,” especially as we 
have seen the big supply response in 
Texas. The California situation is some- 
what different. In California, plants 
manufacturing butter, cheese, and non 
fat dry milk are charged much lower 
prices for milk under the California state 
milk order than are plants in the rest of 
the United States. As a result, many 
questions about unfair competitive ad- 
vantages are raised. Since 63 percent of 
all producer milk in the U.S. is made into 
manufactured dairy products, we basi- 
cally have a national dairy market. But 
regional concerns about that national 
market will be in front of us in the 1990s. 

There are all kinds of future dimen- 
sions to milk marketing. I haven't even 
mentioned membrane technology. Re- 
verse osmosis may not be close to us at 
the farm level, but we are close to using 
it to remove water from milk and then 
transport that concentrated milk in bulk 
form to distant markets. That will change 
production-marketing patterns. 

But as for price, those good old days 
of 80 percent of parity are gone forever. 
Supply and demand forces more than 
price support will make the price. The 
milk industry enjoys a very strong de- 
mand, but supplies seem to keep coming 
on without interruption. We are looking 
at average milk prices of about $12.25 in 
1989. If supplies begin to push that price 
down toward the $11.00 level in the next 
five years, the push for supply controls 
or two-tier pricing will be very strong.
